TO GROUP TOLD 


Eleven Adams Countalns are pa­ 
tients at the Mt. Alto sanatorium 
suffering from tuberculosis, Mrs 
Joseph Bushev, state nurse, told 
the 
Adams 
County 
Tuberculosis 
Society at its annual meeting Mon­ 
day. Four countians have been ad­ 
mitted since January I, two from 
the New Oxford area, one from 
Hanover R. 4 and one from the 
Midway area. 
In addition to those being treat­ 
ed at Mont Alto, five countian* 
are receiving .special treatm ent at 
York for tubercular conditions. 
The annual report of the execu­ 
tive secretary, Miss Helen Spang­ 
ler, showed 3.765 Adams countians 
were X-rayed free of charge last 
November under a program spon­ 
sored by the society. Of that num­ 
ber 14 persons were shown to have 
some symptoms and were given 
further X-rays and treatm ent. 
Report Society's Work 
She also reported that a com­ 
mittee from the TB society is work­ 
ing with a com mittee from the 
Adams County Medical Association 
to provide, when the additions and 
changes at the W arner Hospital 
are completed, for chest X-rays 
for all patients adm itted to the 
hospital. 
The 
society 
carried 
on 
such 
work as purchasing sweaters, pa­ 
jamas, robes, slippers, etc., for 
five 
tuberculosis 
patients 
being 
treated 
at 
Mt. 
Alto, 
purchased 
medicine for a tuberculosis patient, 
paid transportation for a patient 
to the Chambersburg clinic for 
treatm ent, furnished milk for ten 
indigent people who either had TB 
or were closely associated with a 
TB patient. In addition articles, 
books and pamphlets on tubercu­ 
losis w’ere distributed to nurses, 
the library and others, a scholar­ 
ship w’as provided for a school 
nurse to attend TB workshops, and

Hammers' store stood near the site 
of the woolen mill, Newman said. 
Harry’ Stauffer reported coming to 
the mill In his youth to help boil 
apple butter when a cider mill was 
operated at the site. 
Told About Herder's Mill 
Final stop was at the Hereter Mill. 
which burned many years ago. The 
millrace ha* been filled in and only 
parts of the foundation remam. J. 
Kermit Hereter, N. Howard St., told 
the group the original mill possibly 
wa* constructed In 1809. A deed 
granted 
in 
1809 from Alexandei 
Cobean to Christopher Harsby has 
the penciled notation on it "1809— 
mill built.” Alexander Cobean re­ 
ceived the land on which Hereter’s 
mill wa* located from the Penn* in 
1780 or '90. George Trostel was 
believed to have built the first mill 
In the early 1800s, which burned 
while It was owned by a Weigle. 
Isaac Hereter. grandfather of J. 
Kermitt Hereter, and Isaac Hereter’s 
father-in-lawr, Daniel Mickley, built 
a larger mill In the 1800*. Isaac 
Hereter operated the mill for many 
years, and later his son. J. I. Hereter 
operated it for a tune, then In the 
early 1900s sold it to Emory Reigie. 
The mill had a succession of owners 
and then J. I. Hereter resumed 
ownership and operation of the mill 
and operated it during the World 
War I period. In the spring of 1924 
he sold the mill to a Charles Bream, 
and a short time later fire destroyed 
the mill and sawmill beside it. Her­ 
eter said the millrace, now' filled 
in, ran from a dam on Marsh Creek 
a half mile from the mill. 
The tour concluded by returning 
to Gettysburg on the Hereter s Mill 
road, which extend* from the Fair­ 
field Rd., near the state police 
barracks, 
across the golf course 
area, to the mill, near Knoxlyn.
